The United States has 63 per 
cent of all the telephones in the 
world. In proportion to popula- 
tion this country has ten times 
as many telephones as the world 
at large. The average American 
uses the telephone nine times as 
much as the average Englishman, 
and ten times as much as the 
average Frenchman. There are 
more telephones in New York 
City than in the whole of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland; 
more in the city of Chicago than 
in all of France. In rural tele- 
phone development, America 
stands head and shoulders above 
the rest of the world. 

These and other striking facts, 
illustrative of this country’s un- 
challenged leadership in the tele- 
phone field, are brought out in a 
recent compilation of telephone 
statistics of all countries. This 
study shows that on January 1, 
1923, there were 22,904,415 tele- 
phones in use _ throughout the 
world, of which 14,347,895 were in 
the United States. Thus’ the 
American people, who ferm but 
one-sixteenth of the earth’s popu- 
lation, have at their service near- 
ly two-thirds of all the telephones 
in existence. Europe, with four 
times as many people as_ this 
country, has only about two-fifths 
as many telephones. On the date 
to which these figures relate, 
there were 5,863,684 telepbones 
in Europe, or but little more than 
one-quarter of the world’s total. 
All other countries, including the 
entire Western Hemisphere out- 
side of the United States, and 
Asia, Africa and Oceania as well, 
had only one-ninth of the total 
in operation. Of the 
1,100,161 telephones added to the

Leads in Urban and Rural

In absolute aumbers New York 
City, with 1,072,632 telephones on 
January 1, 1923, was easily first 
among all the cities of the werlr. 
In fact, the American metropolis 
alone has more telephones than 
the whole of any foreign country 
except Germany. New York’s 
telephone development of 18.2 
telephones per 100 people far ex- 
seeded that of Berlin, 9.3; Paris, 
3; or London, 6.1. At the same 
date, Omaha had 28 telephones 
inhabitants; San 
Francisco, 25.2; Minneapolis, 24.2; 
Denver, 23, and Washington, 22.8. 
The only important foreign city 
with a comparable telephone de- 
velopment, was Stockholm, with 
25.4 telephones per 100 people. 

In most foreign countries tele 
“hone facilities are even more re- 
stricted in the smaller commun- 
ities than in the large cities. 
Farmers’ telephones are almost 
unknown in Europe. Telephone 
Jevelopment has, in many coun- 
tries, been concentrated principal- 
ly in the capital cities and large 

ommercial centers. More than 
one-third of all the British tele- 
»shones, for example,- are in Lon- 
don; over one-third of all the 
French telephones are in Paris. 

Americans appreciate their un- 
iqne telephone facilities and use 
the telephone far more than do 
During 1922 there 
were 174 telephone conversations 
per person in the United States, 
as against 35 in Germany, 17 in 
France, and 18 in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland.

HINTS FOR HOME LANDSCAPING 


By Ralph D. Cornell, Master in Land- 
scape Architecture 


It is interesting to know the origin of 
habits and customs that have come to be 
accepted by any people after long years 
or generations of accepted use, and 
which are sometimes contrary to what, 
one might expect from a knowledge of 
local fact. 

For example, it is said that Japan is a 
land of wonderful and unusual wildflow- 
ers, and yet that half the gardens in Ja- 
pan are green gardens. 

Except for the blossoming trees and 
shrubs, the lotus in the pond, the iris 
fringing its margin, and the wistaria on 
the trellis overhead, all of the garden 
flowers are in pots. 

The traditinal flowers of antiquity 
seem to be the only ones that take root in 
the garden. The more recently intro- 
duced flowers are all grown in pots, as 
well as dwarfed specimens of trees and 
shrubs. This custom of gardening has 
probably been carried down from the 
early beginnings of garden craft, for the 
Japanese garden, the most intimate and 
charming expression of Japanese nation- 
alitv. came like so many of. their arts 
from India through China and Korea. 

And the early Indian gardens, in turn, 
found their way from Persia. a land of 
desert and arid conditions, where it was 
necessary to build garden effects from 
foliacwa masses, water features and ar- 
chitectural structures rather than from

the fragile and temporary flower masses 
that require the humidity and soil mois- 
ture of a cooler climate. 

It is surprising that, with their insa- 
tiable love for flowers and color, the 
habits of time have clung to keep, from 
the soil of the garden, the peonies, lilies, 
asters, the national chrysanthemum and 
others so dear to the Japanese heart. 

The Japanese have such an exquisite 
sense of balance and rhythm in their ar- 
tistic design, however, that such remarks 
could not be made in the sense of critic- 
ism. And it may be that there is ample 
reason, for such growing of flowers in 
nots: that the casual, occidental mind 
does not grasp. 

The green garden offers a suggestion 
to us, however, that it might be well to 
consider, for we are often too prone to 
seek effects from flower color alone. 

Flowers, of themselves, are very apt 
to be weak, either individually or en 
masse, unless they are properly backed 
or correctly arranged in their relation to 
the garden scheme. If their unsightly 


days of growth might be spent elsewhere, 


and the flowers moved into the garden 
for the period of their bloom only, as is 
done by the Japanese, it might truly be 
better. A garden soundly builded in 
greens would ever be a joy and might be 
greatly enhanced in beauty by the addi- 
tion of seasonal flower color. In a cli- 
mate as arid as that of Southern Califor- 
nia there is at least food for thought in 
such a suggestion.

Conference, held at Fullerton on 
Wednésday, was very well at- 
tended, and the following report 
will be read with-interest by those 
who take an active part in the 
Red Cross work here.

Because the Indians in school 


at Sherman Institute at Riverside 
have everything given to them 
from the time they decide to go 
to school until they arrive back 
at their homes after finishing 
school, Mr. B. L. Smith, principal, 
believes that the Junior Red Cross 
does more for the citizenship of 
the Indian than any other force 
they have had contact with. The 
Junior Red Cross means service, 
courtesy and giving to them. Mr. 
Smith wishes something could be 
done to “help at the other end 
of the line,” that is, when the In- 
dian goes home. To help home 
conditions, to make the parents 
realize the need of better condi- 
tions in the home for the young 
men and women when they do get 
through school. Mr. Smith said 
there were 35 non-reservation 
schools, 79 reservation schools, 
and 125 day schools for the In- 
dians in the United States; 6,000 
teachers are employed for the 
62,000 children. Mr. Smith be- 
lieves the government owes him 
more because he is a human be-

Arthur Peterson, chairman of 
Ontario Chapter, laid the suc- 
cess of the annual roll call of the 
Red Cross for the last two years 
to the work of the Rotary and 
Lions Clubs and expects great re- 
sults from the Kiwanis Club, 
which will have charge this year. 
Mr. Peterson also gave a_ brief 
uistory of Ontario and spoke of 
it being 38 miles from Los An- 
geles, a fact that the next speak- 
er, Dr. Herbert. Coulter, seemed 
rather envious of because he lives 
in South Pasadena and is betwean 
Los Angeles and Pasadena. Dr. 
Coulter believes strongly in sup- 
plementary feeding in schools 
that ig to say, milk in the middle 
of the morning.
